Cost of Distribution 


We favor the adoption of all prac- j 


tical methods to bring the producer 
and consunier closer together, for 
bevond question a large factor in the 
hieh prices now ruling for the neces- 
sities of life is the cost of distribu- 
tion and the toll taken by various 
handlers.of and speculators in neces- 
sarv commodities between .produc- 
tion andconsumpt ion. The rural 
route service of the Post Office De- 
partment, by means of the motor 
drawn vehicle, ought to be developed 
and extended. In the comparatively 
few sections of the country where 
experiments have been made with 
this method of bringing the product 
of the farm to the table of the con- 
sumer, it has demonstrated its feasi- 
bility. 
The 
channels of 
communication 


and distribution should be made the 
same as near as possible. If farmers 
bv co-operative associations should 
get in ready touch with similar asso- 
ciations of consumers living in large 
centers of population, so that -at 
regular periods the product of the 
farm with little handling could be de- 
livered through the postal service at 
the door of the postal patron im- 
mense economics to the consumer 
would result along with increased in- 
centive and consequent profit to the 
producer. 
The wide extension .of 


thi> system would necessarily -be fol- 
io-.\ed by better highways. Nothing 
would serve better to bring the pro- 
ducer and consumer close together 
than increased facilities for transpor- 
tation of farm products over improv- 
ed hishwavs. 


We also believe that the time has 


come, when in the interest of the 
producer on the farm and the con- 
sumer in the centers of population, 
there should be government regula- 
tions of the exchanges dealing in 
foodstuffs and in securities of cor- 
oorations whose business has to do 
with commodities xvhich are known 
a<= necessaries. The profits of specu- 
lation on these exchange^ add to the 
price of foodstuffs where directly 
traded in. and in the case of shares 
of stock are ultimately borne by the 
commodities v.-hich enter into the 
business of the corporation \vb.os'" 
stock is the subject of speculation or 
gambling.
